rica. Lord Roberts wire? to the war 
office as follows: 


"Bloemfontein, 
Monday. 
Captain 


Sloane-Stanley, of the Sixteenth Lan- 
cers, was slightly wounded in an affair 
of the outposts, north of the Modder 
River, March 25." 


This bare statement is all that comes 


from the commander-in-chief. A dis- 
patch from Bloemfontein, dated Mon- 
day to the Times, amplifies Lord Rob-, 
erts dispatch as follows: 
"The cavalry reconnaisance was mad* 
yesterday toward Brandfort. 


The Sixteenth lancers, by skirmish- 


ing:, drew Boers from their position into 
the open, when the Ninth lancers at- 
tempted to outflank the enemy while 
they were engaged from the front by a 
dismounted section of the 
Sixteenth 


lanoers. Our casualities are reported 
to be few." 


A dispatch from Maseru, Basuto-land, 


dated March 26, says: "The Basutoland 
government is busy collecting natives 
to be employed at Bloemfontein in re- 
pairing and laying the railroads. The 
natives report the free Staters on the 
borders of Basutoland have refused to 
go to Kroonstad and are staying on 
their farms. It is now the plowing sea- 
son and they are inclined to keep their 
land and submit rather than give it 
up to fight." 


Boer reports from Natal show no 


developments of importance there up to 
March 23.

Lord Roberts' infantry have now been 


quiet for 14 days, and news of an ad- 
vance is hourly expected at the war 
office. 


There has been a good deal of an 


awakening during the past few days as 
to the real situation. It is now seen that 
only a comparatively small part of tha 
Orange Free State is being "pacified," 
and even here it is felt.to be dangerous 
to put too much trust In the professions 
of loyalty of those who were 
fighting 


desperately against the British forces a 
few days ago. 


The Boers are showing great activity 


In eve,ry direction. They are reoccupy- 
ing some places from which they had 
withdrawn during the past two weeks, 
and they are rapidly entrenching in seV' 
•raJ strong position*. 


T~here is another puzzle for the military 


experts. A week ago it was confidently 
etated that a large number of Boers were 
"trapped" in northern Cape Colony and 
the southern part of the Orange Free 
State. 


The forces which had so long held back 


the British under Gatacre, Clements and 
Brahant along'the Orange river were 
reported retreating north, and it was an- 
nounced with great confidence that they 
would be cut off by French, who was 
commanding a flying- column east of 
Bloemfontein, and by General Pole- 
Carew, who led a force south as far as 
Sprlngfontein. 


At this latter place three British offi- 


cers joined forces and planned to inter- 
cept the retreating Boers, but up to the 
present the latter have not been cap- 
tured. Commander Olivier has been re- 
ported moving north with a vast train 
of wagons and several guns, but he has 
not been yet reported as intercepted. 


The inference drawn by good judges is 


that the Boers in the Orange Free State 
are not so demoralized as the dispatches 
last week indicated, and it is feared that 
when they are concentrated in the new 
positions in the Transvaal frontier it will 
require heavy fighting to dislodge them. 


On Way to England 


Halifax, N. S., March 27—The Lein- 


ster regiment embarked on the trans- 
port Vancouver for England this morn- 
ins and is now on its way across the 
Atlantic.

Tfeis condition of af- 
JaJrs was made so manifest that Senator 
Allison, acting as chairman of the cau^ 
cus declared afthe close of the meeting 
that there was no necessity for putting 
a motion to continue on past lines, as it 
was very evident that no other course 
T?as practicable. Senator Foraker was 
Instructed by the caucus to press the 
Puerto Rican hill as it now stood, the 
governmental bill incorporated with the 
tariff measure, to as speedy a vote as 
possible. The understanding at the 
time this instruction was given was that 
Senator Foraker would offer an amend- 
ment to the tariff feature of the bill, add- 
in" the free list named by the president 
in"an executive order to the exports 
going from the United States to Puerto 
Rico duty free, hut that the 15 percent 
of the Dingley law carried in the house 
till upon goods coming tmm Puerto TUoo 
to the UnHed States would be retained. 


The vote by which this instruction was 


given was taken viva voce, no record 
tei'i* made, but it was evident that a 
substantial 
majority approved 
the 


proposition. There are a number of 
senates who will oppose the hill even 
•with the amendment recommended. 
They are, it is said, Senators Davis, 
Beveridge, Hoar, -Wellington, Mason, 
Simon, Proctor and Nelson. It is also 
said that Senators Kyle, who heretofore 
has acted with the Republicans, and 
McCumber of North Dakota, will not 
vote for the house bill unamended, but 
it is believed they will vote for the 
amended proposition. 


Two senators named in the list of eight 


first given are claimed by the friends- of 
the tariff measure as almost sure to vote 
for the amended bill, leaving six Repub- 
licans who will vote finally against the 
measure. It is claimed that two or three 
votes will he secured for the tariff meas- 
ure from the ranks of the opposition 
parties in the senate, and that in this 
way a majority mil be secured. 


•White there has been a great deal of 


discussion among senators as to what 
the house will do when the amended bill 
is sent over there, and many conferences 
between the senators and members of 
the ways and means committee, the only 
result has been a decision that the sen- 
ate must act as seems best under the 
circumstances, and the bill, if it passes, 
must take its chances in the house. 
Some members of the ways and means 
committee advise this course, at the 
same time urging speedy action, and 
this view found expression in the caucus, 
ths statement being made that delay was 
more dangerous than anything else, and 
that the country and Puerto Rico ought 
to know soon what to expect.

Still, even Na- 
tional Bank Ebtanjiner Mulr was de- 
ceived by the cashier only a few months 
ago, the entire deficit being made to ap- 
pear good through a large number of 
forged notes which Mussey inserted. 


Mussey totd tbe directors that he 


loaned McCtere $2000 six years aigo, and 
that the amount -wae returned. Since 
then, however, other loans were made 
without tfce knowted«fi of the directors, 
until the ball rolled-UDtothes.umhalf as 
much again as the entire capital stock of 
the bank. Tha directors would remain 
in the dazk today if one of their number 
last week had not heard from an outside 
source of Mussey's loans to McClure. 


The inevitable day arrived laat Satur- 


day, when Mussey was called bsfors the 
board and asked for the bank's assets. 
Mussey at once offered to go across the 
street to the safe deposit for the securi- 
ties. Tlj» directors waited an hour for 
fiim and then sent for a deteotive. The 
cashier went from the bank to his house, 
where he tooi^a few hundred dollars and 
then left the oitsc. The detective caught 
up with him Sunday in Albany and had 
little difficulty in persuadins him to re- 
turn without es&raiKUon papers. 


He arrived heare at 2:45 a. m. Monday 


and once more fatsed the m»n who for 
many years had trueted him implicitly. 
The directors in the meantime had 
learned of the shortage, but were not 
ready for Musaey's statement that the 
total amount was $145,000, and it was re- 
ceived with consternation. 


Naturally the closing of the bank 


caused a tremendous sensation in this 
city. Speculation is general as to what 
has become of the money. The closing 
of McClure's music store accounts for 
part of it, but it is generally admitted 
here that the store has been run on far 
less than 5145,000 during the past six 
years.

Mussey has lived in Rutland all his 


life. He is married and has one son in 
Brown university. His connection with 
the bank dates back nearly 20 years, hav- 
ing risen by gradual steps to the position 
of cashier.

Thirteen years ago Vreeland was dig- 


ging gravel in a Long Island pit, mak- 
ing $1.50 a day. How was he discov- 
ered ? How did he so marvelously rise 
from a gravel pit gang? Natural ques- 
tions, but, after all, it was not so diffi- 
cult to discover Vreeland, says the New 
York Telegraph. One only had to look 
at the man to realize he was out of the 
ordinary. It was not more difficult to 
pick out Vreeland in a gravel pit gang 
'than it would be to pick out a race 
horse from a lot of "skates." 
- 


When work on the gravel pit shut 


down, Vreeland started to drive a bak- 
er's wagon over in Newark, afterward 
"driving a milk route." Then one day 
he determined to go railroading and 


that there were ten" Ocuaagos each' 
day, or 300 each month. He saw that 
that state of affairs -would never do,: 
for if it was continued iu time It would 
be necessary foe every man in the pop- 
ulation to pass'through the ey« of this 
needle to keep the system In operation.

When Whitney discovered Vreeland, I 


he thought of him ooly as an operator, 
but it was not long before he placed 
equal faith In him as a constructor. In 
the latter capacity Vreeland made a 
marvelous record for himself. In one | 
instance he excavated on Sixth avenue, 
from Thirty-fifth to Fifty-ninth street, 
a distance of about 41/* miles, through 
solid rock and 275 sewer connections, 
completing the work in quicker time 
than the best record for stringing an 
( 


overhead trolley systess the same dis- | 
tance over a country s»ad. 


An interesting token of good will 


toward President Vreeland was mani- 
fested by sending him in February a 
$100,000 valentine by a group of 
wealthy men who are potent in the 
Metropolitan street railway syndicate. 
Mr. Vreeland is today but in the prime 
of his manhood and a magnificent spec- 
imen of physical development.

Nebraska Man'n Device For Redne- 


lug tbe IiOsa of Lamb*. 


A new invention recently patented 


by Henry M. Wilson of Chadron, Neb., 
an old railroad conductor, is an indi- 
vidual sheep tent which has already 
attracted wide attention among flock- 
masters, says the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. Wilson has sheep on the range 
and, like other* wo.pl growers, has suf- 
fered heavy losses in his lamb crop in 
the stormy weather in the early 
spring. He tested and patented a tent 
made from two square yards of canvas 
cut bias, making the tent three feet 
square at tbe bottom and three feet 
high. It is staked firmly down at each 
corner, and two tiny as: handle hickory 
poles hold the center up. This tent is 
placed over' an ewe in, the storm, which 
protects her from the coyotes and the 
weather.

Is caused by chilling to death in the 
rain or snow before gaining strength 
enough to get on their feet after drop- 
ping. Wilson has received orders in 
thousand lots from both Wyoming and 
South Dakota, and a factory is making 
them to meet the trade.

Grand-opera in English at the Metro- 


politan Opera House next season is 
assured, says the New York Times. 
This arrangement was brought about 
through a contract which was signed 
recently by Maurice Grau and Iv.-'nry j 
W. Savage of the Castle Square Opera j 
company, after negotiations which 
were in progress for a fortnight. 


The agreement is for a term of 


years, and a company is now in proc- 
ess of formation to be known as the 
Metropolitan English Opera company, 
of which Mr. Grau and Mr. Savage 
will be the managing directors, with 
Frank W. Sanger as a member of the 
board of directors. 


The present plan is to have the sea- 


son begin about tho 1st of October and 
continue until Dec. 15, after which the 
entire organization _ will vacate the 
opera house for the Maurice Grau 
Opera company, which will then h«gm 
the regular season of Italian, French 
and German opera. The English com- 
pany will visit the principal cities and 
return to New York in Easter week for 
a spring season, which will continue 
throughout April and May. Six even- 
ing performances will be given, with 
matinees on Wednesday and Saturday, 
two or more operas constituting the 
week's repertory. 


Mr. Savage, in speaking about these 


arrangements the other evening, said: 


''I fully appreciate the fact that my 


present company in this city is ineffi- 
cient in the chorus and orchestra, prin- 
cipally due to the fact of the extraor- 
dinarily cheap prices which prevail 
and the lack of stage facilities, which 
will not permit enlargement in either 
instance. 
But, through this new ar- 


rangement, all these deficiencies will 
be overcome. 


"Furthermore, the incorporating of 


this company will in no way interfere 
with my present companies, now ap- 
pearing with marked success in Chi- 
cago and St. Louis. My lease of the 
American theater terminates nest De- 
cember, and, while ihe plans for this 
house are very undecided, there posi- 
tively will be no operatic productions 
offered. Whether I shall devote it to 
dramatic or light musical pieces has 
not as yet been considered. 


"Regarding the English company for 


next season, it is somewhat early to 
announce any names, but negotiations 
are now in progress with singers iden- 
tified with the American and European 
operatic stage who are best equipped 
to appear in English opera in an artis- 
tic manner. The chorus will number 
70 youthful, well schooled voices, large- 
ly drawn from my present companies 
and the American chorus of the pres- 
ent Maurice Grau Opera company. The 
orchestra will comprise 40 of the best 
obtainable musicians under a thor- 
oughly competent direction, the num- 
ber to be increased when the perform- 
ance- requires It." 


Maurice Grau said the other day that 


it had been his desire for a long time 
to establish a competent English opera 
company in the Metropolitan Opera 
House .and thereby make it absolutely 
the home in New. York city for both 
English and foreign operatic music 
and that he saw no reason why opera 
in English should not be as successful 
as in other "fongues. His plan eventual- 
ly is to have the Maurice Grau Opera 
company become a permanent organi- 
zation In New York city, as he fully 
appreciates that the tours which have 
heretofore been given preliminary to 
the regular season in New York act 
Injuriously in respect to the leading 
members of his company. 


This permanency of the company 


may not cdtae for several seasons, as 
the plane for next year will not per- 
mit it, contacts having already been 
made for out of town performances. 
Mr. Grau expects that the season of 
English opera in competent hands will 
undoubtedly prove successful. 
While 


there are several members of his pres- 
ent company who have been leading 
singers in English opera companies 
abroad and who may possibly sing 
with the new organization, none has 
thus far been approached. Neverthe- 
less it is not unlikely that they will be 
heard. 


"The consummation of this deal," 


said Mr. Grau, "has been held back 
for several days, while we waited for 
the co-operation and sanction cf the 
directors of the Metropolitan and Real 
Estate company, who represent the 
Stockholders. At a recent meeting of 
these directors they decided to accept 
the plans as submitted by myself and 
Mr. Savage, and the contract was con- 
summatjd." 


It was also decided at this meeting 


that the present holders of the portiere 
boxes would retain their boxes for the 
Monday evening performances of each 
week during the English opera season. 
The strong desire of Mr. Grau to give 
English opera at the Metropolitan, if 
practicable, Mr. Savage's success both 
In New York and throughout the coun- 
try, the progressive young singers of 
the Castle Square forces and the 
steady growth among a large portion 
of the public of a sentiment In favor 
of opera In English should certainly all 
go toward making tbe enterprise a suc- 
cess, It i« believed.

A clear and concise statement of the 


attitude of the people of I'orto Itico 
with regard to the pending adjustment 
of their affairs was given recently to a 
Washington Star reporter by Mr. Tulio 
Liirriuaga of San Juau, out; of the fed- 
eral delegates to Yv'usliiugttm to attend 
to the insular interebts> at this juncture. 
Mr. Larrilmiju, who is Maying at the 
Hotel Cochran, is a civil engineer and 
through his professional work has be- 
come thoroughly acquainted with ev- 
ery phase of the island's affairs. He 
speaks excellent English and expresses 
himself plainly and without agitation, 
yet with deep fooling. lie said: 


"Let the American people and con- 


gress understand us, thoroughly. We 
want, of course, free trade with the 
mainland. That is our chief desire as 
regards the tarilf situation. But we 
need the civil government features of 
the pending bi'l even more keenly. We 
would bu grateful for a reduction of 
the tariff rates from 100 per cent of 
course. 
Anything less than tbe full 


Dingley rates would help us by adding 
to our chances for finding a market. 
Our hope for free trade is based, how- 
ever, upon tbe desire to see a principle 
established, not necessarily that the 
constitution applies to ns of its own 
force, but to permit us to feel that we 
have become in a tangible manner at- 
tached to the American Union. 
We 


want to feel that we belong to you aad 
are of you, not that we are a mere de- 
pendency, to be treated precisely as 
any political whim may dictate. 


"Perhaps it is not fully understood 


that we are almost exclusively an ag- 
ricultural people. At least SO per cent 
of our inhabitants depend directly upon 
tbe plantations for their living. The 
other 20 per cent thrive upon indus- 
tries and professions and other callings 
which are themselves sustained by the 
plantations and the trade of the planta- 
tion workers. So that the plantation 
is the unit of our prosperity, and any- 
thing that affects it unfavorably af- 
fects the whole population as certainly 
as any cause will produce its assured 
effect. 


"Therefore 
industrially our great 


need is for a market. 
We have no 


market today. There is the very slight- 
est profit possible upon any of our com- 
modities and upon those only which 
are produced by improved methods. 
Moat of the plantations are not equip- 
ped with labor saving machinery and 
their owners cannot today sell save at 
a loss. The warehouses are filled with 
harvested crops, while the fields lie 
practically idle and the thousands of 
laborers who would otherwise be em- 
ployed and prosperous are starving 
and dying. 


"But it must not be thought that the 


lessening of the tariff rate will meet 
our needs. That would be only a tem- 
porary relief. It would permit us to 
market the stored crops and perhaps 
to start the plantations again upon a 
reduced scale. 
But it would not en- 


courage capital to establish itself in 
the island, nor would it draw workers 
to us with labor and means. We need 
guarantees of stable government, civil 
government. 
The military govern- 


ment has been comparatively mild and 
just, but it is wrong in principle and is 
objectionable to the spirit of the peo- 
ple, who have been led to expect the 
other kind. Whatever the form—we 
do not haggle-over forms—any kind of 
civil government to replace the mili- 
tary administration would settle af- 
fairs upon a permanent basis and cap- 
ital would seek investment, thus stimu- 
lating the industries of the island. 


"So we hope that the senate will not 


divide the pending bill or table the 
civil government proposition. We need 
a free trade measure with civil govern- 
ment features, but we are willing in 
our great distress to accept a tariff 
measure with the civil government 
features. We must have the latter or 
we perish. If we were not a Christian 
people and imbued with a regard for 
the sanctity of human life, we would 
willingly say to your congress: 'If you 
will not give us this relief, send an 
army among us and kill us. We were 
better dead, all of us, than smitten by 
these conditions you have imposed 
jpon us.' 


"There should be no hesitation about 


adopting the firee trade proposition, for 
there would be no trouble whatever 
for Porto Rico to raise all necessary 
revenue by internal taxatiouj We can 
raise §1,500,000-a year on rum alone. 


"We would need only about $2,000,- 


000 a year to run the insular govern- 
ment and give us plenty of chance to 
progress. Porto Rico has always been 
well to do. It was always able to re- 
spond to Spain's calls for money. .It 
has always been a money lender. And 
yet we have paid the army, the clergy, 
the pensions and the heavy drafts 
from the Madrid ministries without a 
strain. 
And when General Miles 


marched through the island there was 
a surplus of $1,500,000 in the treasury. 
We have none of those heavy charges 
upon us now, and our task of self sup- 
port will be much easier than ever if ' 
only we have tho chance. 
I

The persons coining under the first 


two categories those who have inched 
a district to rise or have plundered the 
farms of loyal farmers or have com- 
mitted tlishonoiable acts of war, may, 
be held to deserve severe treatment, 
whether Mirreudering or taken in arms, 
for insurrection has led to all kinds of 
misery and destruction. Moreover, it 
may seem most desirable to distinguish: 
between this class ami the other. 


But those who wish to make their 


peace, whether formally or not, may; 
be sternly directed to remain on their; 
farms, working at their ordinary busi- 
ness until the queen's pleasure shall be 
made known to them. 
| 


This policy, I understand, is practi- 


cally adopted in Cape Colony, but in 
Natal, where there is a great loyalist 
majority, who feel very bitterly to- 
ward their neighbors who have "as- 
sisted to bring evils upon tbe land,"* 
more severe treatment is apparently, 
desired. 


I cannot help thinking that this 


would be a mistake, because for one 
surrendering rebel handcuffed and put 
in jail ten desperate men will resolve* 
to fight to the bitter end with the* 
Boers. 


The British should not try for thelB 


pound of flesh, but only to bring about 
a speedy and permanent peace.

NATIVE PHILIPPINE BAND. 


It Is Proposed to Mate a Tour of 


Principal American Cities. 


While Professor Mindt was in the 


Philippines as chief musician of the 
band of the S^xth United States artil- 
lery he utilized Lis leisure time in or- 
ganizing a band of natives au-1 in- 
structing them in the technical use of 
various baud instruments. 
Owing to 


the natural taste of the people for mu- 
sic and their aptness in acquiring a 
knowledge of the various instruments 
hi' succeeded in organizing a band of. 
considerable merit Persons who have 
heard it perform say that the band 
compares favorably from an artistic 
standpoint with American bands. 


Professor Mindt, who is now in the 


United States, has applied to the war 
department for authority "to bring this 
native band, numbering SO pieces, to' 
The United States for a concert tour of 
the principal cities and for general ed- 
ucational purposes, says tbe Washing- 
ten Star. In ease the authorities are 
favorably disposed toward the propo- 
sition it is suggested that the free en-' 
try into Manila of 80 new American in- 
struments for the use of the band be 
authorized and that the band be giveni 
free transportation to San Francisco^ 
on one of the regular military trans-' 
ports.

the officials of the war department will 
confer with treasury officials to sea 
whether it can. be granted without vio-i 
lation of immigration or the alien con-* ' 
tract labor law. 


FIRST SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


John Wesley's In Gcorjrift Antedates Rob* 


ert Raikes' i^ifty Tears. 


In recounting the ministrations of 


John Wesley in Georgia, where the fa- 
mous preacher sowed the first seeds of 
Methodism,, in America, the Rev. W. J. 
Scott, D. D., in The Ladies' Home 
Journal, claims that Wesley established 
the first Sunday school in the world *t 
Savannah. In connection with his oth- 
er labors, which were indeed prodigious, 
Wesley, soou after his arrival in Qeor- 
pia, in 178<5, begau to provide for toa 
Sunday school instruction of the chil- 
drou of the parish. His devotion to chil- 
dren at times almost amounted tcffin- 
f atuation. Children were likewise equal- 
ly attached to him, as shown in their 
intercourse with him. Both on week 
days and Sabbarbs he gai-e no little at- 
tention to educational work. As a pre- 
liminary labor on tbe Sabbath before the 
eveniug service he required them to 
convene in tho church, at which timo 
ho catechised them thoroughly and fur- 
nished them with additional teaching 
from tbe Bible itself. 


In tho present Wesleyan Memorial 


church in Savannah there is a Snml:iy 
school room into which hur.dredt, cf 
children crowd for Sunday instruction. 
The original school was less in number, 
but it was unquestionably tho first Sun- 
day school in the world. When taught 
by \Vcsloy, it numbered between 00 and 
75 scholars, but from all accounts there 
woro few if any Indian boys in his ear- 
lier classes. A very high authority, Sir 
Charles Eeed, M. P., LL. p., of -Eng- 
land, is clearly of the opinion that this 
Snndny school was the first founded in' 
the world, and that it antedates by a 
half century the secular instruction of 
Robert Raikes at Gloucester, Euglaud, 
aa well ns tho first school in America 
upon Raikes' plan which was eatat* 


ia tho ci« of New York?

which, when bulwarked be segregation, 
they had naught of practical interest 


As well insist that the population of 


these United States is no greater than 
it was in 1S90 as to affirm that the fed- 
erated states bear the same relations 
to the rest of the world that they did 
in 1897. 


'Imperial," to quote the definition of 


the lexicographer, implies "possession 
of commanding power or dignity: pre- 
dominenco." What American will deny 
to the United States absolute right and 
title to "Imrerkilifm" thus defined?

One fortunate cit- 
izen from Los Angeles, Cal., with a few 
helpers, cleared up exactly $10,500 in 
twenty-four hours last August. In an- 
other instance, at a point on Anvil 
Creek, about two miles back from the 
beach, five men in eight days washed 
out ?10,000 in coarse gold and nuggets.

Australian DncUbUI Carrie* a Sting 


In One Leg. 


Australia certainly holds the palm for 


queer and uncouth animals, says The 
Literary Digest. Chief among these is • 
the duckbill or ornithorhynchus, \vhioh 
Sydney Smith described as "a kind of 
mole with -webbed feet and the bill of a 
duck, which agitated Sir Joseph Banks 
and rendered him miserable from his 
utter inability to decide whether it was 
a bird or a beass." It was only recently 
that it was proved beyond a doubt that 
this curious animal lays eggs like a 
bird, though this had long been reported 
by travelers. Now comes the news that 
it has a sting on its hind leg, capable of 
killing by its poisonous effects. We 
quote from^he Lancet: 


"For a 1'ong time it was considsred to 


be quite harmless and destitute of any 
weapon of oUense, although the hind 
legs of the males were armed with a 
powerful spur, apparently connected 
with a gland. Then the opinion was ad- 
vanced that this might be a weapon al- 
lied to the poisonous armory of snakes, 
scorpions and bees, all of which possess 
a sort of hypodermic poison syringe. 
Though one set 
<=f observers asserted 


that this was t'jt cas*e, another set de- 
nied it, and so Dr. Staart determined to 
solve this question, if possible. He re- 
ceived two independent accounts which 
coincided perfectly, and from them he 
concludes thut, at certain seasons at all 
events, the secretion is virulently poi- 
sonous. The mode of attack is not by 
scratching, but by lateral irnvard move- 
ments of the hind legs. Two cases are 
reported in dogs. One dop was 'sturig' 
throe times, the symptoms much resem- 
bling those of bee or hornet poison. The 
dog was evidently in great pain and 
drowsy, but there were no tremors, con- 
vulsions or staggering. It is worthy of 
note tnat a certain ic-.muuity seems ob- 
tainable, for the dog suffered less on the 
second occasion an-' Still less on the 
third. Two cases of men being wounded 
are reported, in both of which the ani- 
mals were irritated, one by being shot 
and handled, the other by being handled 
only. The symptoms were the same as 
in the dog. No deaths are reported in, 
human beings, but four in

The English Dislike of Commerce. 
We believe that the English, who are 


in continental opinion a nation of shop- 
keepers, are not by instinct or by aspira- 
tion a trading people at all, or even an 
industrial one. They are a seafaring 
people by tendency, and as the sea pro- 
duces nothing they are compelled to 
trade, and circumstances have driven 
them into the industrial life, but their 
proclivity is toward struggle of any 
kind, and not, escept as an incident in 
that struggle, toward the making of 
money. It was quite late in their his- 
tory that they recognized trading as 
their vocation, and much later still that 
they surrendered the notion that to be 
a trader, whether merchant or manufac- 
turer or dealer in money, was to be 
comparatively a base person. Till with- 
in the last few years all 
thought economics rather 
subjects of their pens, and 
distinctions drawn 
against 


were of the most galling character. In- 
deed, they have not disappeared yet, the 
contempt which was once felt for the 
merchant and the banker being still en- 
tertained for the distributor, though he 
often combines both functions. 
The 


great industrial is still hardly reckoned 
on a par with the great agriculturist, 
and the shopkeeper of any kind is still 
placed far below any sort of professional. 


Money, it is true, is now almost the 


only source of irresponsible power, and 
those who possess it begin, like the 
powerful in all countries and ages, to 
bo highly regarded, but the grandson of 
a Tottenham Court road peer woalrt 
much rather his peerage bad been ac- 
quired in battle or by chicane than out 
of a shop, however large. Even the cap- 
tains of industry, who are like the old 
barons in mnny respects, arenot thought 
of as quite their equals, and the greatest 
of railway builders, say tbe late Mr; 
Brassey, is not placed on the level of a 
great agriculturist, say the late Mr. 
Coke of Norfolk. The state has honored 
both, but the popular sentiment, which, 
and not the state, settles what Greeks 
are like, condones, rather than delights 
in, the action of the state. Tbe difference 
is disappearing, but iv dies hard.—Lon- 
don Spectator. 


He Is His Eldest Brother, Wbo Is Eerely

The sultan's heir is not his eldest 


son, but his eldest brother, according 
to the London Echo. The eldest male 
succeeds.

It is famous only 
among bridal conplea I don't know 
bow it is, but every bridal couple that 
go to Washington on their wedding 
tour—and, it seems to me that about 
nine-tenths ot the bridal couples of the 
country go to Washington—know all 
about that package, and the bride can't 
test until she goes through the regular 
routine connected with it. No visit to 
Washington by a stranger is complete 
without an inspection of the treasury 
vaults, but if his or her visit is a non- 
bridal one the fraud of the package 
isn't played. 


"I don't know who it was in the de- 


partment that first imposed it on a bri- 
dal pair, but it went, and it grows in 
popularity every year. When the couple 
enter the vault, the man ir> charge, aft- 
er a few preliminary and perfunctory 
remarks, reaches up on a shelf, takes 
down a package of notes, and tells the 
bride to take it in her hand, if she 
hasn't asked for it the very first thing. 
He then tells her that the package con- 
tains $30,000,000 in treasury notes, all 
in denomination of $10,000 each.. The 
bride is delighted, of course, and when 
she goes back home she .talks for weeks 
about having held 120,000,000 in her 
hand all at one time. The bridegroom 
oan't resist enjoying that same pleas- 
ure, and he fondles the package awhile, 
and the pair go away blissful over the 
experience, while the treasury vault 
man tosses the package back on the 
shelf and chuckles. 
' 'Now this is all simply a gigantic 


fraud on the young people. The treas- 
ury at Washington does not hold that 
amount of money. The bulk of the gov- 
ernment money is at the subtreasury in 
this city, That 'bridal package' is a 
gay deceiver. It does contain notes to 
the amount of $20,000,000, of the de- 
nomination of $10,000 each, but they're 
.not money, because they're not signed. 
So instead of having held in their hands 
f20,000,000 the happy couple have 
fondled simply a package that repre- 
sented no more value than the price of 
the paper and the printing on it. It 
may be cruel to shatter this pretty delu- 
sion, but my conscience forbids me to 
carry the burden of its concealment any 
longer; hence these facts."—New York,

committee consisting of Dr. John Bas- 
com. George B. Waterman and Charles 
S. Cole, who will confer with the coun- 
cil committee of this city in regard 
to the provisions of the bill. 


An unexpected feature of the elec- 


tion 
was 
discovered this 
morning 


when an error of 100 votes was found 
in the vote given to S. J. Kellogg, who 
was last night declared elected. This 
change will defeat him and _ elect in- 
stead Herbert Patterson, of Blackinton. 
As Mr. Kellogg was sworn in last night, 
Mr. Patterson will call for a recount. 
The figures beio^w are -as they

stand, indicating Mr. Kellogg's elec- 
tion.

342 votes for license and 383 against li- 
cense. 


The mistake In Assessors' Vote 


The mistake in the vote for assessor, 


mentioned above, was not discovered 
till this morning, and is an awkward 
predicament, although practically all, 
that is necessary is to have a recount 
at the call of Mr. Patterson. This will 
show the error, and he will be declared 
elected. The mistake was discovered 
in this way. The vote as recorded in 
the list above gives Mr. Kellogg 391 
votes. 
The lotal vote for assessor 


shows '2437 votes cast. This divided by 
three, the number of assessors voted for, 
shows a vote cast of 813. As the vote 
cast was in reality only 779, investi- 
gation was at once made, with the re- 
sult that Mr. Kellogg's vote is shown 
to be only 291, just 100 less than at first 
given him. With this correction, the 
vote foots up correctly.

As reported yesterday, Dr. Pfoiffer, 


\vh/> yesterday afternoon at 12.40 o'clock 
completed his 21 days of fasting, ate hi.s 
fust meal in Bus tun. This was a fairly 
substantial mc-al, but contained 
no 


meat, \\ hich he never eats. Tho meal 
was eaten in the hotel Pelham, at Tre- 
mont and Boylston streets, in the 
presence of quite a crowd of people 
who were anxious to see how much ap- 
preciation a man would show over his 
first meal in three weeks. 


During the day Dr. Pfeiffer walked 


down town to a place on lower Wash- 
ington street, where he submitted him- 
self to an examination, with a powerful 
X-ray machine. 
All the organs were 


found to.be normal. 
He walked back 


to an uptown hotel, wheie he sat talk- 
ing with friends for two hours. 


In order to make the measure of 


time good, and to allow time for the 
linal measurements after the 21 days 
were up, Dr. Pfeiffer did not sit down 
to his lunch until 1.35. Then 
for 15 


minutes there was silence, while Dr. 
Pfeiffer proceeded to line himself with 
something more substantial than spring 
water. He ate a cup of clam broth, an 
orange, two small slices of 
toasted 


whole wheat bread, two poached eggs, 
and drank a glass of scalded milk. He 
finished at 1.50, and stretched himself 
with a sigh of satisfaction. 


After allowing a few minutes for his 


digestive organs to recover from their 
surprise at the unexpected pleasure of 
having 
something besides 
stomach 


lining to busy themselves with, the 
doctor said that he felt better and 
stronger than he did a month ago. He 
insisted that through all the 21 days 
he had feit no real hunger, and claim- 
ed that this was a triumph for his 
faith in will power over animal emo- 
tions. 


Speaking of this as only the first of a 


series of fasts, the last of which is to 
be for at least 50 days, Dr. 
Pfeiffer 


said that he should make his next fast 
within the next two months. 


He said as he began to eat: 
"I am 


not eating because I feel the necessitv 
of it; I have no sensation of hunger. 
I charged my mind to fast 21 days, and 
I am eatinjr so that I may build myself 
up to undergo another fast,'' 


He said the first swallow of broth 


that he took did not excite anv crav- 
ing for more. When the eggs were 
placed be-fore him he remarked: 
"You 


and I have long been strangers; I am 
glad that the hens did not go on strike 
just before my fast ended. 


"I am going to build myself up now, 


and I suppose I shall gain flesh very 
rapidly. When a committee of doctors 
shall say I am in excellent physcial 
condition, that I have taken on an 
amount of fissue, I shall commence 
another fast. 


"I intend to get together a number of 


persons afflicted with chronic diseases, 
rheumatism, brig-hts disease, dropsy, 
indigestion, those who have been given 
up, to join me in the fast." 


The most interesting feature connect- 


ed with the fast was in the reduction 
of hig weight. This was not so much 
as most people expected, although at 
the beginning Dr. Pfeiffer said that he 
did not expect to lose weight rapidly 
after 
the first When he began, his 


weight was 190%, and yesterday after- 
noon, at the close of the fast, it was 
17%, a loss of just 20 pounds. The chief 
reduction in weight came 
the first 


week, when he lest 13% pounds. The 
second week he lost only 2% pounds, 
and the third week four pounds. A 
comparison with Rathbun, 
the New 


York faster,_ shows that the latter lost 
29% pounds during the first 22 days of 
his fast, no record having been pub- 
lished for his weight at the end of the 
21st day. 


Dr. Pfeiffer's temperature has been 


nearly normal during all the period of 
fasting, but his pulse has varied great- 
ly, running at times up to a very high 
figure. His respiration has not varied 
greatly from 17. His temperature yes- 
terday before eating was 9S 4-5, and his 
pulse SI. After eating his temperature 
was 98 2-5, and^his pulse 86. Measure- 
ments were taken yesterday by a Bos- 
ton doctor, and are given in the table 
below, where the first column gives the 
measurements at the beginning of the 
fast, the second column those of the 
seventh day, the third column those of 
the 14th day, and the fourth column, 
those of yesterday. All are given in 
inches. It vil! be noticed 
that the 


minimum measurements were reached 
at the enci of the second week, and that 
there was a decided recovery during 
the last week.
